, Groat stress has bsen laid upon the fact 
and it is clothed with importance, since 
it tends to show the emotional signs of 
the Utnos, that Georgia has jumped from 
local option to Prohibition. Now by law 
liquor cannot be made, or sold, or given, 
away, and even the drug stores are pro- 
hibited from supplying to the siok or the 
dying any stimulant with tbe exception of 
pure alcohol. If a physician finds tbat 
champagne, now BO frequently used in 
tbe sick room and in hospitals, or brandy 
IB necessary the law demands that the pa- 
tient shall die rather than the liquor pre- 
scription shall be filled at tbe drug store, 


The crafty politicians who are riding 


into power and graft on the top wave of 
this prohibition sentiment in tbe South 
in,their zeal even struck at the religion of 
our Lord and Saviour, since the law for- 
bids tho administration of wine in the 
churches in connection *pibh the holy 
sacrament) 


But how came Georgia to enact such 


a sweeping interdict? There Is always 
one slide to a story and this one has 
two. 
To pass prohibition it had to bo 


based upon race prejudice. L-qnor wan 
too good for the "nigger" and his foBt- 
er brother, the "poor white trash." 
Stop it, and "nigger" crime againat 
womanhuod will cense was the argument, 
and it caught tbe minds of emotional 
and thoughtless men and women. 


But Prohibition oould not bs passed in 


Georgia either on moral or temperance 
grounds which has been claimed. 
It wa? 


only passed upon the promise to rob the 
"nigger "of his right to vote. It passed 
one day by a vote of ten to one, and mark 
you the very noit dny the legislature 
passed on act disfranchising tbe negro. 
Hare was a questionable political deal 
and a bargain that was manipulated uud 
accomplished by tho politicians 
bolh 


within and without tbe church. 


Now mark again tha) subsequent action 


of this same Georgia Legislature. With- 
in a week following its hysterical adop- 
tion of prohibition by a vote entirely 
unanimous it passed a club 'act taxing 
avery social cJub which dispenses liquors 
to its members three hundred dollars.

deceived clergyman and his ohuroh mem- 
bers who wore used in the drama to rol)
